The colored citizen may have his pecu- 
liarities, like any other nationality or 
race of people, v hut if any one picks 
him up for a fool they will drop him 
like a hot pokei. Fidelity and con- 
stancy to those . they consider their 
friends is characteristic of the African 
race, and as the Republican party was 
in power when they were emancipated, 
they naturally gave that party credit 
for their freedom. Not being educated 
at that time, they could not know that 
there were aa many Democrats in the 
federal army as Republicans; nor has 
it even yet, to any great extent, dawned 
upon the masses of them that they 
were largely instrumental in securing 
their own liberty.

fact, however, that as soon as the 
colored man was allowed to take up 
arms and fight for his liberty, the for- 
tunes of war turned in favor of the fed- 
eral forces.

The new master has often 
boasted that there was no need to give 
the "nigger" anything, as he would 
vote all right anyhow. 


There is no denying that the Africans 


in America have made greater progress 
in the last two and a half or three de- 
cades than any other race of people on 
the face of the earth ever did since the 
deeds of men are reoorded, and ynt thia 
new master they have been serving 
says they are not competent to teach, 
to execute or to make laws. 
"With the 


colored man it has been as taxation 
without representation, but the elections 
this spring indicate that the political 
bondage of the colored citizen is over, 
and hereafter he will vote and work for 
his own interests. He will no more 
be a slave to any political "boss" than 
will the white man, and he is justly 
proud of his independence. He realizes 
that to strike the shackles of slavery 
from a race was a good and a great 
thing, but to claim the sonl and body 
of the liberated one aa a reward for hia 
liberation, obliterates the virtue of the 
former act and makes the latter the 
more hideous in its selfishness.

The cor- 
ruption and political chicanery 
in 


almost all cities is the fellow that 
knocked the chip off and they pro- 
ceeded to trounce him. 
They will do 


the same thing to the same fellow in 
the states thia fall and they will keep 
right on doing it until 1900, when they 
will sweep the states from Maine to 
Oalifornia and from Pingree's baili- 
wick to Oape Sable. 
The people own 


this country and they are able to run 
it, and the political party that imagines 
it has the control of this nation in its 
vest pocket, had as well change vests 
and get rid of the delusion.

The revised report filed by the as- 


signees of the Citizens' Savings bank 
does not seem to satisfy the creditors 
who objected to the fh'sfe report. 
Some 


of the objections were eliminated, but 
a document filed in probate court by 
Searl & Miller, attorneys for the cred- 
itors, indicates that there is still 
enough left to make things lively. The 
bill of exceptions takes ^np the report 
item by item and very few pass muster. 
At the start a general exception is 
registered that no vouchers were filed 
and the assignees are asked to file 
vouchers for each and every item. 


The first three items are designated 


as unjust 
preferences. 
They 
are: 


Dividends on new certificates, $41,- 
221.33; dividends on old certificates, 
.$3,059.69; 
and dividends on open 


amounts, $2,576.95. Set off amount- 
ing to .$11,699.97 are also objected to 
as being nnjnst preferences. 


The big item of $296,485.98, notes 


uncollected, according to the excep- 
tors, should still be charged to the as- 
signees until they are accounted for as 
collected or uncollectible. They object 
to the assignees crediting themselves 
with that amount marked merely ."Tin- 
collected." 


The items created daring the year, 


from July 24th, 1893, |to August 1, 
1894, when the bank was in charge of 
the officers of the bank, are objected to 
without discrimination. This includes 
$5,323.95 overchecks created during 
that »ime; §5,130.87, expenses of run- 
ning the bank; §5,252.83 paid foi 
shoes for the shoo store; $3,131.17, 
difference between the appraisement of 
the shoe store and the amount realized 
by its sale. 


The esceptois also think that the 


$23,669.02 paid to the Farmers' bank 
and several other smaller amounts 
should be charged co the assignees, as 
they "were paid by assets of the as- 
signor for which the assignees ask 
credit as bills and discounts uiicol- 
lected, and any credit due them is thus 
cancelled." 


The request for au allowance of $4,- 


500 for services as assignees would be 
just and reasonable had tha assignees 
discharged their trust with promptness 
and efficiency, but such is not the case 
and the amount asked is considered ex- 
orbitant.

Senator Morgan Severely Criti- 


cises the Dons. 


HEL80N OPPOSSS TOEEET BILL. 


The Bankruptcy Measure Is Pronounced 


by th* Minnesota Statesman as Exces- 
sively Banh and Designed as a Collec- 
tion Agency For large Creditors—He 
Urges His Substitute. 
Washington, April 9.—The senate 


keard Mr. Morgan of Alabama for the 
tihird successive aay on his resolution 
declaring that a state of war exists in 
Cuba. 


He was severely critical of Spain's 


methods against American prisoners, 
and went over in detail the circum- 
stances in the Competitor case. Mr. 
Morgan said he would close Ms speech 
at the next meeting of the senate, 
•when he would present a letter from 
one of the Cuban officials of the east- 
ern province of the 'island, showing the 
complete system of government now 
maintainea by the Cubans. 


Mr. Nelson of Minnesota spoke for 


two hours on the bankruptcy bill, op- 
posing the pending Torrey bill as ex- 
cessively harsh and designed as a col- 
lection agency for large creditors and 
urging his substitute as a measure 
drafted in t.iie interests of thousands of 
poor debtors struggling to get on their 
feet. 


The resolution of Mr. Fjarle (Dem., 


S. C.) for the reorganization of senate 
committees, went over, Mr. Chandler 
presenting an amendment to be urged 
•when the resolution is taken up. Tne 
amendment provides that on Tuesday, 
April 20, at 2 p. m., the senate will 
proceed to appoint its committees. 


In resuming his speech on the reso- 


lution declaring that a state of "war ex- 
ists in Cuba, Mr. Morgan reverted to 
the statement of Mr. Hale • that 
number of American prisoners 
Spanish prisons was reduced to 12. In 
sarcastic tones Mr. Morgan said that 
such releases as had occurred were the 
result of supplication by our govern- 
ment, and perhaps it would be appro- 
priate to adopt a vote of thanks to 
Spain for uot slaying these prisoners 
outright. 


• Aside from the official testimony as 
to t!he condition in Cuba, the news- 
paper press had piled up a mass of 
testimony which established 
beyond 


question that the war was being prose- 
cuted by Spain contrary to all the rules 
of civilized warfare. 


Mr. Morgan commented on a letter 


written by Dupuy de L/ome, the Span- 
ish minister, 'to Miss Clara Barton rel- 
ative to Red Cross work in Cuba. In 
the course of the letter use is made of 
the expression "during the 
present 


war." 


This, declared Mr. Morgan, was an 


inadvertant admission by the Spanish 
minister, despite all his diplomatic 
cunning, that war was going on. And 
yet congress and the president would 
not recognize that state of war which 
would assure to American prisoners 
the treatment of prisoners of war and 
not of insurrectionists. 


Mr. Morgan said the question of pro- 


tecting Americans imprisoned in Span- 
ififti prisons could not turn on numbers; 
whether 74 or 12 in prison. 
Suppose 


Instead of 74 it had been only one. 
"Who could say that the United States 
government would maintain Its dignity 
by standing by while this one Ameri- 
can citizen was held by open violation 
of treaty provisions and contrary to 
every principle of civilization and jus- 
tice? 


The United States had warned off 


European nations from all control over 
Cuba, said Mr. Morgan. 
We seenred 


to exercise a sort of guardianship over 
that island against all other nations. 


"But," exclaimed the senator, "that 


guardianship, if we have it, is like the 
guardianship of the devil over a con- 
demned soul. We are warning nations 
that they must hold aloof, while we 
stand 
by and 
see the 
inquisitorial 


methods of Spanish warfare, Spanish 
dungeons and Spanish tyranny, exe- 
cuted against Cubans and against our 
own people, without one word of pro- 
test."
